FORTNER'S WIFE 
CHEERS HIM AS 
TRIAL 15 BEGUN 


In Court Beside Husband, She 
Whispers Encouragement 
to Accused Man. 


TESTIMONY IS TAKEN 





Bank Official and Secretary of 
Steer Firm Are Called 
to Stand. 


STEER TELLS HIS STORY 


Witness Describes Defendant’s 
Efforts to Transact Tully 
Deal. 


Mrs. Katharine Handian Fortner sat 
beside her husband, M. Dwight Fort- 
ner, and cheered him .with whispered 
words. of comfort’ when he went to 
trial in Judge Grimm’s court Wednes- 
day on a charge of forging the name 
of Henry C. Tulley to a $12,000 check. 

The wife, who has stood by her hus- 
band against the wishes of her father, 
A. H. Handlan, entered the courtroom 
a few minutes atfier taking of testi- 
mony was begun. She advanced to 
where her husband sat in the defen- 
dant’s chair, shook hands with him im- 
pulsively and sat so close to him that 
their elbows touched. 

She wore a black beaver hat with a 
black ostrich plume, a black fur. cape 
and a black tailor-made suit, and car- 
ried a black muff which matched the 
cape. The only notes of color in her 
costume were brr tan kid gloves and a 
string of pink coral beads at her. throat. 
Fortner was. visibly nervous. He wore 
a new black sack suit, a high. turn- 
over collar and.a dark green four-in-

Testifies Stecr Saw Check. 

D. A. P. Cook, assistant cashier of 
the Third National Bank, testified that 
he certified a ,$12,000 check drawn by 
F. A. Steer and made payable to H. 
C. Tulley, Feb. 10 last. 

Asked whether he saw either of the 
principals in the transaction, Mr. Cook 
said: 

“The check came to my desk through 
a pheumatic tube from one of our tellers 
and I sent it back through the tube.” 
| Howard Copeland, secre ary of the F.| 
A. Steer Furnishing Goods Co., testi- 
fied that on the same day the check 
was certified he went to the bank at the 
request of Steer and got the checsk. 
When he returned to Steer’s office, he 
said, Fortner was there. He saw Steer 
hand the check to Fortner after an in- 
dorsemen: had been placed upon it, 
showing that it represented @ part, 
payment,on the purchase of the Alice’ 
apartments. 

Steer on the Stand, 

P. A. Steer was the important wit- 
bess at the morning session. He told of 
Fortner’s apparently disinterested ef- 
forts to bring Steer and Tulley together 
in a deal for the Alice Apartments and 
said that at the outset Fortner, though 
in “business as a real estate agent, said 
that he would not accept any ie the 
either Steer or ‘Tutley.

Gratitude to Archbishop 
After 45 Years.

When Capt. A. C. Grimes, 
Confederate spy and owner of a hunt- 
ing and fishing club in Lincoln County, 
Mo., heard that Archbishop Ryane of 
Philadelphia was in St. Louis he ehur- 
ried to the Planters Hotel to again 
thank the prelate for saving his life 
during the Civil» War. 

Archbishop Ryan, then a priest at the 
Church of the Annunciation at Eighth 
‘and Gratiot streets, enabled Capt. 
Grimes to escape after he had been sen- 
tenced to be shot as.a spy. Capt. 
Grimes was carrying mail from Price’s 
army in Mississippi to St. Louis and 
Pwas captured ‘hy Redéral soldiers. \ 

After being ordered shot he was sent 
to a Federal prison in St. Louis adjoin-: 
ing the Church of the Annunciation. 
Capt. Grimes did not mind being shot, 
but he preferred ta live to serve the 
Confederacy, and after getting out — 
prison he slipped into the ware gt 
went to Father Ryan’ with tng be 
Yot his troubles. .Father Ryan went fis 
to the home: of a friend, whére he re- 
mained in hiding several days..,He thén 
made his way back to the Confederate 
ranks and served in the Southern army 
until the close of the war. - 

Capt. Grimes is now living at™ 4478A 
Delmar boulevard. He is almost 9380 
years old, but is strong and active. 

Escaped and Recaptured. 

Capt. Grimes joined the Ralls County 
Rangers in the beginning of the Civil 
War. Mark Twain was a member of 
this brigade, and was elected its lieu- 
tenant. From North Missouri Capt. 
Grimes went to the Southern States. 
The soldiers could get no letters from 
home, amd Capt. Grimes was selected 
to invade the territory held by the Fed- 
eral troops to get mail for the Confed- 
erates. : 

He was captured first at Springfield, | 
Mo., and. escaped from prison _ there. 
Two days later he was recaptured «at 
Pea Ridge and sent to St. Louis and} 
placed in a penitentiary, from which, 
after great difficulty; and many trials, 
he escaped. ‘With the &id of the future 
A ishop Ryan, he eluded , detection 

until he could get back to the Cenfed- 
erate lines.

Girls Arouse Occupants. 
Some. of the ‘girls, aided by the 


Vaughan sisters, pried the screens from 


their windo-ss and crawled out and 
ethers escaped through doors. Those 
-who were aroused and rescued by Clara 
and Ligzie Vaughan were Delia Gleeson, 
Lena Feigel, Margaret Willenbrink, Liz- 
zie Baer and lizzie Theobald. 

Lena; ¥Feigal ran to the corner and 
turned in a fire alarm ‘and the Vaughan 
sisters went through the upper floors 
of Shandon Court, arousing the occu- 
pants. 

Attorney C. Porter Johnson and his 
wife, who bave apartments on the first 
floor, were aroused by the girls and 
found their rooms filled with smoke. 
Mr. Johnson has been ili a week. 
Though there was grave danger that 


no time to dress. He and his wife, both 
barefooted, stood in the street while 
other ocoupants of the court were be- 
ing aroused. 

Orrin Brown, Mr. and Mrs. William

No title to the land on which the east 
pier of the Free Bridge is to stand has:

President Reber of the Board of Public 
Improvements | told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter’ W esday that there is no as- 
surance that the city’ ‘will get a title to 
the property. 

‘The Southern Railway Co, has-signi- 
fied its willingness to ‘sign an agree- 
ment to give a deed te the property, and 
to obtain releases from eight -mort- 
gages,"’ said Reber. 

Option Awaits Approval. 

“This option is te terminate in five 
months, and the agreement has been for- 
warded to the general offices of thé 
Southern Railway Co. in Washington, 
D. C., for signature by the president and 
other officers, 

“If the mortgageés should deciine to 
release their ms, the city could 
still hold the Southern Railway Co. The 
contractors told me that unless they 
could start work while the river is low, 
they would be delayed a year. Rather 
than defer construction that long, 1 
told them to go ahead and they are 
Sinking the caisson. 

‘Ordinarily, a structure of any kind

of another belongs to the owner of the 
land unless there be a contract to the 
contrary. But the company which is 
to build the pier has a lease on six 
acres of ground, including the site of 
the pier, and the caisson and other 
materidis belong, not to the city, but 
to the contractors.

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MOB LAW AND DIPLOMACY. 

A few weeks ago a mob in Tennessee, raging 
to lynch a negro, was addressed by the Judge of 
the court to which the negro had been brought 
for trial. ‘Leave this man to the justice of the 
law,” said the Judge. “He shall be promptly 
tried and the law vindicated.” The mob leaders 
halted their followers and reflected a moment. 
Then they said to the Judge: “We will leave 
this negro to the Court for trial, provided you 
give us assurance he will be hanged without de- 
_| lay.” 

That grim story was received by the Amer- 
ican people with something of a smile at the mob 
logic that agreed.to let a man have a trial only 
upon assurance given beforehand that he should 
be hanged. Ba®k of the smile, however, there 
was a sense of profound discontent that Amer- 
ican courts and American law have to stop and 
compromise with such logic and injustice. With 
derision and with abhorrence, therefore, did the 
public pronounce judgment upon that story of 
lynch law, and condemn at once the violence of 
the.mob and the weakness of the officers of the 
State. 

That was a story of a mob. Consider now the 
story of diplomacy as it is being played out in 
Washington, A resolution submitted to the 
House of Representatives says: “The United 
States does hereby demand the arrest, trial and 
punishment of Zelaya by an impartial tribunal 
in Nicaragua for the willful murder of citizens 
of the United States.” 

What is the differetice in logic or in justice 
between a demand that Zelaya shall be punished 
for murder by an “impartial tribunal,” and the 
demand of lynchers that a judge give assurance 
beforehand that an impartial trial of an accused 
negro, should result in hanging him? 

Far be it from us to imply that a House of 
Representatives submircsive to Speaker Cannon 
is a mob; or that a diplomacy instituted and 
sustained by Secretary of State Knox is only a 
modified form of lynch law. All that we mean 
to show or to imply by bringing the two stories 
together in this way is that there is a notable 
similarity between the demands of lynch law 
and that of our diplomacy. 
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The Ballinger-Pinchot controversy is exclusive- 
ly Republican in origin, in execution and in con- 
sequences. Republicans can doubtless investi- 
gate and settle it in a way that will do the party 
the most good or the least harm. 
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THE COOK VERDICT.

There came over from: Washington the 
other day the story of a Virginia wom- 
an whose two boys were to play in a 
football game in Washington, and who 
was very uneasy at the prospect.

FIRM 


Schatz and His Followérs De- 
mand Railroads Shall Drop 
Extra Tarrif. 


In a formal reply to President W. S. 
McChesney’s defense of the “arbi- 
traries” collected on freight and passen- 
vers by the Terminal. Association, Coun- 
ciiman Schutz and three other ieading 
members of the Council seem to have 
leveled at the House of Delegates and 
Mayor Kreicmann a significant remirmler 
that the popular vote for the free bridge 
was in reality a declaration against 
the continuance of such tolls. 

Mayor Kreismann and members «of 
the House of Delegates have not only 
failed to support the Council in its de- 
mand for the abolition of the “arbi- 
traries,”’ but have even tacitly agreed to 
waive compliance with the Council’s ul- 
timatum if the Terminal Association 
pays the city $2,000,000 cash as a consid- 
eration for the use of streets in the 
Ranken tract and in satisfaction of the 
company’s many broken promises. 

Since the withdrawal of the Council’s 
representatives from conferences with 
the Terminal Association on the syb- 
ject of vacating streets in the Ranken 
tract, the Mayor and Speaker Rom- 
bauer of the House of Delegates have 


reopened the negotiations and have dis-. 


cussed the provisions of a.bill which 
will be_ready for introduction in the 
Assembly after: the holidays. 

This bill will contain no stipulation 
that the Terminal Association is to re- 
move or reduce its charges or traffic 
across the river. — 

Schatz Makes Report. 

The report was made by Councilman 
Schutz and the other conferees—Presi- 
dent Gundlach, Councilman Drew and 
Councilman Schneiderhahn—received the 
unanimous approval of the nine mem- 
bers at Friday’s meeting. 

That the Terminal ssociation can 
hope for no concession is indicated in 
the committee’s statement that ‘‘this 
source of strife, discrimination and of 
broken promises (the bridge arbitrary) 
should be removed finally and forever, 
so that at last a full and complete 
amity and harmony may be established 
between the municipality, the railroads 
and the commercial interests of the 
city.”’ 

The nine reasons why the Council 
conference committee demanded; and 
still demands, the complete abolition of 
the bridge arbitraries before granting 
any franchise concessions to the. Ter- 
minal Association. are: 

1. The railroads have not dealt 
fairly with St. Louis, and the arbli- 
trary is proof of the injustice. 

2. The railroads, through the Ter- 
minal, should deal with St. Louis. as 
if they actually entered the city, and 
local commerce should pay no more 
to tle combination than to the indi- 
vidual roads, 

8. The conferees do not object to 
union terminals, but oppose the sys- 
tem by which railroads save money 
by joint operation and retaliate by 
levying extra charges on local com- 
merce. 

4. The abolition of arbitraries 
amounting to $2,000,000 a year is 
proof that mahy industries were 
driven from the city, and an argu- 
ment in favor of the abolition of all 
arbitraries. 

5. If the Terminal cannot remove 
arbitraries the yailroads composing 
it can. 

6. The Terminal Association is not 
a railroad, and St. Louis commerce 
ought not to pay what the railroads 
themselves should pay-—the cost of 
its operation. 

7. The city ought not grant an 
ordinance permitting the Terminal 
to levy charges that individual roads 
could not make if the association is 
dissolved by the courts. 

8. The vote for the free bridge was 
in effect a practically unanimous 
vote against the bridge arbitrary. 

9. The principle of bridge arbitra- 
ries ig wrong, and this fruitful 
source of strife, discrimination .and 
broken proimses should be removed 
forever so that harmony may be es- 
tablished between the city, the rafl- 
roads and the commercial interests. 

_ The committee that compiled, the nine 
reasons for the abolition of the arbi- 
trary are eager to give a public hearing 
on the bill.
